Nnpolron'o Stnbbornncss Caused tho Death 
of Two Huntlroil Frenchmen. 
1$ is only a few years sinco many 
English sailors were drowned because 
an admiral pave a wrong order, and 
another officer, who know the order to 
ho wrong, oboyed 
it. 
Admiral Uruix, 
of tho French navy, was once in tho 
English 
officer's 
position, and took a 
contrary 
course, 
although 
his orders 
camo from no less a personago than 
Napoleon I. 
Both cases, it should bo 
noted, occurred not 
In battlo, but on 
parade. 
At such a timo, suroly, a sub- 
ordinate must bo justified in saving tho 
lives of his men, even at tho cost of 
technical disobedience. 
While Napoleon was at Boulogne, in 
1801, ho went out to rido ono morning, 
leaving "word that on his return ho 
would roview tho 
fleet. 
During his 
absence, therefore, a message was sent 
to Admiral Bruix, that ho might order 
the ship to weigh anchor and put out 
to sea. 
To tho astonishment 
of tho 
messenger, tho admiral replied that ho 
was very borry, but tho stato of tho 
i eather would not permit tho roview 
to tako place. 
In duo time tho emperor returned, 
and inquired if ovorything 
was ready. 
Tho admiral's response was communi- 
cated to him. 
At first he seemed not 
to understand, 
but on 
its being 
re- 
peated ho stamped his foot and ordered 
tho admiral summoned into his pres- 
ence. 
Tho admiral camo at once, but even 
so ho was not quick enough for tho em- 
peror, who met him half way. 
Tho 
emperor's 
staff 
followed, 
and stood 
ranged in silence about him. 
"Sir Admiral," said Napoleon, in an 
angry 
voice, 
"why 
have 
you 
not 
obeyed my orders?" 
"Sire," answered tho admiral, 
with 
respectful firmness, 
"a fearful tempest 
is preparing. 
Your majesty can see it 
as well as I. 
You cannot 
wish to ex- 
pose 
uselessly tho lives of 
so many 
brave men." 
Constant, tho first valet tie chambro 
of tho emperor, and one of his firmest 
apologists, is constrained 
to ndmit, in 
relating 
tho story, that tho aspect of 
tho sky at that very moment fully 
justified tho fears of tho admiral; but 
Napoleon was too much iirltated to 
listen to reason. 
"Sir," he said, "I have given orders. 
Once more, why havo you not executed 
them? 
Obeyl" 
"Sire, I shall not obey." 
At that word the emperor advanced, 
riding whip in hand, as if to strike. 
Tho admiral recoiled a step and laid 
his hand upon his sword. 
"Sire," ho said, turning pale, "tako 
carol" 
Tho two men faced each other; then 
tho emperor dropped his whip, and the 
admiral withdrew 
his grasp from the 
handle of his sword. 
"Rear 
Admiral 
Magon," said 
.Na- 
poleon, 
"you 
will execute" instantly 
tho order I havo issued.

sir," turning to Admiral Bruix, "you 
Will "leave Boulogne within 
twenty-fou- r 
hours and rotiro 
into 
Holland.

Graham county lies in tho south- 
eastern portion of tho 
Territory, 
having Dcon formed from Pima and 
Apache counties by the Legislature 
of 1881. 
It has 
been 
but 
little 
known, owing to its isolated situa 
tion, up to 1894, 
when 
the 
Gila 
Valley, Globe 
& Northern 
railroad 
was built from tho 
Southern 
Pa- 
cific road, at Bowie, into the county. 
At this writing it has its terminus 
at Thomas, but is pushing 
ahead, 
with tho rich mining 
district 
of 
Globe, in Gila county, for 
its 
ob- 
jective point. 
This road traverses 
tho valley of the Gila, which 
com- 
prises tho largest and best tract of 
agricultural 
land in 
tho 
eastern 
part of tho Territory. 
Tho area of the county 
approxi- 
mates 7000 square miles. 
It is all 
at an olovation of raoro than 
2,500 
feet above sea lovel, which secures 
it from tho burning 
heats 
exper- 
ienced in tho lower valleys 
to tho 
west. 
Its surface is diversified by 
rolling hills, precipitous 
and rug 
god mountain ranges, elevated pla- 
teaus and valleys, 
all 
producing 
nutritious grasses 
fairly 
well 
in 
seasons of average rain fall, and af- 
fording 
good 
pasturage 
for 
a 
reasonable amount of stock. 
The agricultural development 
is 
as yot confined to tho rich alluvial

kinds of small grain, corn and 
cot- 
ton, Irish and sweet potatoes, and

the temperate zone. 
The capacity 
of our irrigated lands for fruits has 
not bccnjjtcsted 
except in a 
desul- 
tory way, each 
farmer having 
a 
small general orchard, 
but results 
point to agreat futuro for horticul- 
ture. 
Tho prune, apple, pear and 
peach reach great size and

Tho seedlings produced 
seldom fail to equal in
